Committee's  recommendation  of  each  article. 

Article  2.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Sixteen  Hundred  ($1,600.00)  Dollars  for  the  Goffstown 
Public  Library. 

Article  3.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Eighteen  Hundred  and  Twenty  ($1,820.00)  Dollars  for  the 
maintenance  and  improvement  of  our  Cemeteries. 

Article  4.  Voted  to  dismiss  Article  No.  4,  calling  for 
an  appropriation  for  White  Pine  Blister  Rust. 

Article  5.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  bor- 
row from  time  to  time,  as  needed,  certain  sums  of  money 
in  anticipation  of  taxes,  not  to  exceed  in  total  at  any  time 
the  sum  of  Thirty  Thousand  ($30,000.00)  Dollars,  giving 
the  Selectmen  the  right  to  renew  said  loans  in  anticipation 
of  Taxes  as  may  be  found  necessary. 


Article  6.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  ad- 
minister or  dispose  of  any  Real  Estate  acquired  by  the 
Town  through  Tax  Collectors  Deeds  or  by  gifts. 

Article  7.  Voted  to  allow  the  Selectmen  to  renew  the 
Bridge  note,  so  called,  held  by  the  Hillsborough  County 
Savings  Bank,  upon  which  Two  Thousand  ($2,000.00)  is 
due  August  1,  1947,  at  such  time  as  the  Bank  may  require. 

Article  8.  Voted  to  accept  State  Aid  for  improve- 
ment of  Class  Five  Roads  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  Twelve  Hundred  Thirty-three  and  57/100  ($1,- 
233.57)  Dollars,  The  State  to  contribute  Four  Thousand 
nine  Hundred  thirty-four  and  29/100  ($4,934.29)  Dollars. 

Article  9.  Voted  to  dismiss  Article  9,  calling  for 
State  Tax  Commission  to  have  an  audit  made  by  Munici- 
pal Accounting  Division. 

Article  10.  Voted  to  dismiss  Article  10,  calling  for 
appropriation  for  eradication  of  Poison  Ivy. 

Article  11.  Voted  to  act  unfavorably  on  Article  11, 
to  include  Town  Officers  and  Employees  in  Employees' 
Retirement  System  and  the  Moderator  to  appoint  a  Com- 
mittee of  three  (3)  to  make  a  sudy  of  the  Retirement  Sys- 
tem and  Report  at  the  next  Town  Meeting. 

Article  12.  Voted  to  Dismiss  Article  12,  calling  for 
an  appropriation  to  secure  the  assistance  of  the  State  Tax 
Commission  in  reappraising  taxable  property  in  Town. 

Article  13.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of 
Two  Hundred  ($200.00)  Dollars  for  the  purpose  of  Publi- 
cizing and  promoting  the  Natural  advantages  and  resources 
of  the  Town  together  with  other  Towns  of  the  Merrimack 
Valley  Regional  Association. 


Article  14.  Voted  to  act  favorably  upon  this  article 
under  the  following  conditions: 

1.  That  the  Radio  Station  WMUR  and  WFEA  of 
Manchester  agree  to  obtain  the  necessary  permission  from 
the  property  owners  for  the  construction  and  maintenance 
of  roadway  by  the  Town  of  Goffstown. 

2.  That  the  construction  be  authorized  at  a  cost  not  to 
exceed  Five  Thousand  ($5,000.00)  Dollars  with  the  under- 
standing that  one-half  of  the  cost  will  be  paid  to  the  Town 
by  Radio  Stations  ¥MUR  and  WFEA. 

3.  That  the  Town  be  authorized  to  maintain  said  road- 
way annually  with  one-half  of  the  annual  maintenance  cost 
being  paid  to  the  Town  by  Radio  Station  WMUR  and 
WFEA. 

4.  That  it  be  understood  that  the  Town  shall  not  be 
expected  to  maintain  the  roadway  during  winter  and 
spring  months. 

Article  15.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  Six  Hundred  and  Fifty  ($650.00)  Dollars  for  the  im- 
provement and  maintenance  of  Barnard  Playground  and 
care  of  Commons. 

Article  16.  Motion  made:  To  dismiss  Article  16. 
Voted  66  Yes;  131  No. 

Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  construct  a  base- 
ment up  to  the  first  floor  with  suitable  fire  proof  vaults 
for  the  storage  of  all  Town  Records  and  Office  Rooms  on 
the  site  of  the  Old  Town  Hall,  so  that  a  Town  Building 
can  be  erected  thereon  at  such  future  time  as  the  Town 
may  vote  for  a  Town  Hall,  and  to  issue  notes  in  a  sum  not 
to  exceed  Thirteen  Thousand  ($13,000.00)  Dollars  to  be 
used  with  the  Insurance  money  from  the  old  Town  Hall 
fire. 


Article  17.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  Two  Thousand  ($2,000.00)  Dollars  to  be  spent  on 
Streets  in  Pinardville,  the  same  to  be  decided  upon  by  the 
Selectmen. 

Article  18.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  Four  Thousand  ($4,000.00)  Dollars  for  the  extension 
of  Sewers  at  Pinardville,  the  same  to  be  decided  upon  by 
the  Selectmen. 

Article  19.  Voted  to  allow  the  Town  to  pay  the 
Town  workmen  as  follows: 

Road  Agent  $1.00  per  Hour 

Laborer  .75     " 

Truck  and  Driver  $16.00  for  8  hr.  day. 

Article  20.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell 
a  piece  of  land  on  Depot  Street,  adjoining  the  land  owned 
by  Stephen  Karanikas  containing  Approximately  Five 
Thousand  (5000)  Square  feet. 

Article  21.  Voted  to  dismiss  Article  21,  calling  for  the 
extension  of  Town  Water  Service  with  Hydrants  for  Fire 
Protection  (1500)  feet  on  the  New  Boston  Road. 

Article  22.  Voted  to  install  a  Street  light  at  the  Junc- 
tion of  Mast  Road  and  Rockland  Avenue  and  on  College 
Avenue  at  Corner  of  Holly  St.,  Roy  Street  and  Desaulnier 
Street  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

Article  23.  Voted  to  install  a  Street  light  near  the 
residence  of  Anthony  Babotas  on  Pleasant  Street  and  at  the 
Junction  of  "West  Union  Street  and  Pleasant  Street  and 
raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 
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Article  24.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  One  Thousand  ($1,000.00)  Dollars  to  use  with  One 
Thousand  ($1,000.00)  Dollars  from  the  Sewer  Fund  for  a 
sewer  on  Elm  Street  in  Goffstown  Village. 

Article  25.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  One  Hundred  Three  Thousand,  Five  Hundred  Eighty- 
nine  and  38/100  ($103,589.38)  Dollars  for  the  support  of 
the  poor,  construction  and  maintenance  of  highways  and 
bridges  and  all  other  necessary  Town  Expenses  for  the 
ensuing  year,  including  the  amount  for  Memorial  Day. 

Article  26.  Voted  that  the  Town  follow  this  system 
of  Sewer  financing.  That  the  selectmen  serve  as  a  Board 
of  Sewer  Commissioners  with  the  authority  to  draw  up 
laws  and  ordinances  establishing  sewer  rents  for  the  pur- 
pose of  maintenance,  improvements  and  extension  of  the 
Sewer  System;  That  the  Sewer  Committee  work  with  the 
Selectmen  to  prepare  reports  for  next  Town  Meeting  and 
if  any  Vacancy  occurs  in  Committee,  they  be  filled  by 
Moderator. 

Voted  to  accept  the  Town  Report.

For  the  second  consecutive  year  the  library  has  lost  a 
conscientious  and  devoted  member  through  the  death  of 
Mrs.  Ruth  B.  Gagnon,  secretary  and  treasurer  for  many 
years.  Mrs.  Gagnon  always  hoped  to  have  the  library  open 
for  more  days  of  the  week,  and  it  is  hoped  that  her  wishes 
may  sometime  become  a  reality. 

At  the  end  of  the  library  year  Mrs.  Marjorie  Corning 
resigned  as  assistant  librarian,  a  position  she  has  held  for 
two  years,  and  her  resignation  was  received  with  regret.

HELD  MARCH  15,  1947 

Meeting  called  to  order  by  Moderator  William  F. 
Parker  at  2:05  o'clock. 

It  was  voted  to  dispense  with  the  reading  of  the  War- 
rant by  the  Moderator. 

Article  1.  It  was  voted  that  the  Clerk  cast  one  ballot 
for  William  F.  Parker  as  Moderator.

Article  3.  It  was  voted  that  the  Clerk  cast  one  ballot 
for  Ruth  B.  Luscombe  as  a  member  of  the  School  Board 
for  three  years.     Mrs.  Luscombe  was  declared  elected. 

Article  4.  It  was  voted  that  the  clerk  cast  one  ballot  for 
Ruth  B.  Gagnon  as  Treasurer.  Mrs.  Gagnon  was  declared 
elected. 

Article  5.  Voted  that  the  salaries  of  the  district  officers 
remain  the  same. 

Article  6.  Voted  to  accept  the  reports  of  the  various 
officers  as  printed  in  the  Town  Report. 

Article  7.  Voted  that  B.  F.  Greer,  Frank  W.  Bartlett 
and  Harry  F.  Colburn  serve  as  Auditors  for  the  ensuing 
year. 
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Article  8.  Voted  we  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$65,420.00  for  the  support  of  public  schools  and  the  pay- 
ment of  the  statutory  obligations  of  the  district  as  deter- 
mined by  the  School  Board. 

Article  9.  Voted  to  allow  the  School  Board  the  right  to 
sell  the  following  school  houses  at  public  auction.  Pattee 
Hill,  Parker  Station  and  East  Part. 

Article  10.  Chairman  of  the  School  Board  Mr.  William 
R.  Eaton  made  a  few  remarks  about  this  Article  and  asked 
that  Mr.  Foote,  Supt.  of  Schools  be  allowed  to  make  a  re- 
port regarding  the  progress  that  was  made  the  past  year 
on  the  addition  to  the  School  building.  Mr.  Foote  gave 
a  report  and  presented  the  following  motion. 

"That  the  Goffstown  School  District  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $50,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and 
equipping  an  addition  to  the  High  School  building,  which 
sum,  together  with  the  $84,000.00  appropriated  at  the  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  District  in  1946,  shall  be  raised  by  the 
District  through  the  issuance  of  serial  notes  or  bonds  (ma- 
turing not  longer  than  twenty  years  from  date  of  issue) 
in  the  name  and  on  the  credit  of  the  District,  at  such  time 
and  in  such  manner  as  the  School  Board  shall  determine  to 
be  for  the  best  interest  of  the  Goffstown  School  District." 

A  paper  ballot  on  the  above  motion  was  requested. 

The  count  of  the  ballot  showing  70  voting  in  favor  of 
the  motion  and  12  against.  The  Moderator  declared  the 
motion  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  11.  Voted  to  allow  the  School  Board  to  con- 
tract for  the  transportation  of  school  pupils  for  the  term 
of  five  years.

determined  by  the  school  board  in  its  annual  report. 
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9.  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  authorize  the 
Goffstown  School  Board  to  sell  the  Shirley  Hill  School 
House  at  public  auction  or  by  any  other  method  the  Board 
deems  advisable. 

10.  To  see  what  amount  the  district  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  (in  addition  to  the  amount  provided  at 
the  School  District  meetings  of  1946  and  1947)  to  com- 
plete the  construction  and  equipment  of  the  proposed  ad- 
dition to  the  High  School,  and  in  order  to  furnish  such 
funds,  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  issue  bonds  and 
notes,  maturing  not  longer  than  20  years  from  date  of 
issue,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal 
Bond  Act,  New  Hampshire  Revised  Laws  1942,  Chap- 
ter 72.

12.  To  see  if  the  District  will  authorize  the  Board  and 
a  Committee  of  three  persons  to  be  elected  from  the  floor 
to  select  a  site  and  secure  plans  for  a  new  High  School 
building  and  report  at  an  adjournment  of  this  meeting  to 
be  called  by  the  moderator  within  sixty  days  of  date. 

13.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  acquire  a  site  and 
erect  thereon  a  High  School  building  and  equip  the  same, 
said  building  and  equipment  and  building  not  to  exceed  in 
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cost  the  borrowing  capacity  of  the  District  and  raise  and 
appropriate  money  for  the  same,  and  authorize  the  School 
Board  to  expend  such  sum  of  money. 

14.  To  see  if  the  District,  in  order  to  -procure  the 
necessary  funds  for  the  erection  of  said  High  School  build- 
ing, will  authorize  the  School  Board  to  issue  bonds  and 
notes  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal 
Bond  Act  Revised  Laws  of  New  Hampshire,  1942,  Chapter

15.  To  see  if  the  District  will  authorize  the  School 
Board  to  arrange  for  additional  temporary  quarters  for 
the  grade  school  in  such  buildings  as  are  available  and  to 
raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

16.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  District  of  Goffstown: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  superintendent 
of  schools. 

Elementary  Schools 

The  present  school  year  opened  with  a  slight  increase  in 
the  elementary  school  enrollment  figures  over  the  prior 
year,  the  greatest  increase  coming  in  the  lower  grades  of 
the  village  school.  Although  part  of  this  increase  was  the 
result  of  the  closing  of  the  Shirley  Hill  School,  the  major 
part  of  the  expansion  was  due  to  an  increase  in  population. 

When  school  opened  in  September,  the  first  graders  in 
the  White  Building  numbered  35,  which  fact  necessitated 
the  establishment  of  Grade  1  as  a  unit,  and  with  grades  2 
and  3,  and  grades  4  and  5  being  housed  in  the  remaining 
two  rooms  of  the  building.  Grades  6,  7,  and  8  continued 
to  be  provided  for  in  the  High  School  Building. 

In  looking  to  the  years  ahead,  it  appears  that  we  are  fast 
approaching  the  time  when  our  grade  pupils  in  the  village 
will  be  handled  on  a  one-grade  per  room  basis,  rather  than 
on  a  two-grade  per  room  arrangement  as  has  been  the  cus- 
tom up  until  the  school  year  of  1946-47. 

We  had  numerous  changes  in  our  elementary  teaching 
staff  during  the  summer.  Obviously  we  regretted  the  loss 
of  Miss  Georgia  Carpenter  (a  teacher  in  our  "town 
schools"  for  a  period  of  nearly  30  years),  Mrs.  Cora  Small, 
Mrs.  Una  McKee,  Mrs.  Dorothy  Chatterton,  Miss  Norma 
Luby,  and  Miss  Natalie  Clough.  I  feel  that  Goffstown  has 
been  very  fortunate  in  the  replacing  teachers  secured, — 
Mrs.  Mary  McElroy,  Mrs.  Helen  Gutterson,  Mrs.  Nellie 
Tillotson,  Miss  Kate  Brooks,  Mrs.  Marjory  Frink,  and  Miss 
Elizabeth  Purington. 
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High  School 

The  current  school  year  opened  with  no  increase  in  our 
high  school  enrollment, — a  fortunate  situation  in  view  of 
the  crowded  conditions  caused  by  a  larger  grades  7  and  8. 

Several  teacher  changes  took  place.  Mrs.  Mary  P. 
Brown  (Smith  '44),  replaced  Mrs.  Avis  Colby  in  English, 
Frank  W.  Brown  (U.  ^N.  H.  '47)  George  Murray  in  Science 
and  Mathematics,  and  Robert  Bissell  (Keene  '47)  Robert 
Ham  in  Shop,  and  Miss  Lois  Yeaton  (Plymouth  '46)  Miss 
Eleanor  Thomas  in  Commerce. 

Notwithstanding  the  changes  in  the  teaching  staff,  the 
work  of  the  high  school  has  continued  on  a  high  level. 
Certain  of  our  departments  have  been  strengthened  mate- 
rially. The  purchase  of  visual  aid  equipment,  new  reference 
books,  charts  and  maps  have  all  tended  to  provide  more 
effective  teaching. 

It  might  be  advisable  to  mention  at  this  time  a  miscon- 
ception which  tends  to  exist  relative  to  the  curricula  offer- 
ings in  the  Goffstown  High  School.  I  have  heard  the  com- 
ment that  our  offerings  did  not  qualify  our  students  for 
admission  to  the  academic  colleges. 

At  the  present  time  our  course  of  study  in  grades  9 
through  12  provides  four  years  of  English,  three  years  of 
French,  two  years  of  Latin  (with  additional  years  of  both 
languages  if  the  demand  is  present),  four  years  of  mathe- 
matics, four  years  of  science,  a  seven-unit  program  of  his- 
tory and  other  social  studies,  together  with  a  complete 
commercial  course,  a  two-year  shop  program,  and  a  four- 
year  home  economics  program.  (Not  only  is  such  a  program 
far  more  extensive  than  that  offered  in  schools  of  even 
greater  numbers  than  ours,  but  a  recent  survey  of  college 
entrance  requirements  shows  that  we  are  meeting  the  de- 
mands of  all  the  colleges  of  the  New  England  area  with 
possibly  one  exception.  Rather  than  to  hear  criticism  of 
our  lack  of  program,  it  seems  to  the  writer  that  the  citizens 
of  Goffstown  should  pride  themselves  in  the  fact  that  a 
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school  of  this  size  is  presenting  such  a  complete  academic 
program. 

Buildings  and  Equipment 

In  addition  to  the  purchase  of  equipment  mentioned 
above,  during  the  summer  and  fall  months,  the  High 
School  building  was  renovated.  The  corridors  and  stair 
treads  were  covered  with  asphalt  tile,  the  upper  corridor 
and  two  classrooms  were  redecorated,  and  numrous  smaller 
repairs  made.  The  outside  walls  were  pointed,  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  the  outside  trim  will  be  painted  early  in 
the  spring.  These  repairs  have  done  much  to  improve  the 
condition  of  the  building,  and  from  this  point  onward,  a 
systematic  program  of  reconditioning  should  hold  the 
building  in  fine  shape. 

At  the  time  of  writing  of  this  report  no  definite  in- 
formation is  available  on  the  status  of  our  building  pro- 
gram. As  was  reported  to  you  at  the  school  district  meeting 
of  last  spring,  the  school  board  was  not  able  to  procure  a 
competitive  bid  on  the  project,  and  did  not  feel  that  they 
would  be  justified  in  accepting  either  a  "fixed  cost"  or  a 
"cost  plus"  bid. 

Late  in  December  the  board  again  called  for  bids,  but 
several  sub-bids  were  not  acceptable.  Negotiations  are 
still  being  carried  on,  and  it  is  the  hope  that  the  total  figure 
will  be  within  the  limit  set  by  the  district  meetings  of  1946 
and  1947,  and  that  contracts  may  be  signed  in  the  near 
future. 

The  Cooperative  or  Consolidated  High  School 

The  legislature  of  1947  passed  the  so-called  cooperative 
school  bill  by  which  districts  were  given  the  legal  power 
to  combine  for  the  purpose  of  operating  one  or  more 
schools  on  a  cooperative  basis. 

The  bill  and  its  possible  application  to  Goffstown  and 
surrounding  towns,  particularly  New  Boston  and  Weare, 
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has  been  given  much  study  by  your  school  board  as  well 
as  by  various  groups  of  citizens  in  the  above  named  towns. 
It  is  indeed  a  complexed  problem  and  one  which  can  not 
be  solved  in  a  short  period  of  time. 

As  far  as  the  problem  concerns  Goffstown,  we  are  faced 
with  the  cold  fact  that  we  must  have  added  space  by  the 
opening  of  school  in  the  fall.  We  can  not  delay  until  such 
time  as  the  several  towns  may  decide  to  operate  such  a 
cooperative  school.  It  seems  to  the  writer  that  Goffstown 
should  proceed  with  its  original  plan  of  an  addition  to  the 
present  high  school,  and  if  in  future  years  Weare  and/or 
New  Boston  are  interested  in  such  a  cooperative  venture, 
make  the  necessary  arrangements  at  that  time.  A  coop- 
erative district  can  be  established  with  existing  buildings  as 
well  as  new  construction. 

Future  Housing 

Your  school  board  and  superintendent  have  given  much 
critical  study  to  the  needs  of  Goffstown  in  the  years 
ahead.  It  is  obviously  difficult  to  fore-see  the  demands 
made  upon  the  schools  or  the  building  needs.  For  that 
reason  we  feel  that  whatever  plan  is  followed  should  be 
fluid — should  allow  for  several  possible  adaptations. 

Our  proposed  addition  will,  we  feel,  care  for  our  needs 
in  the  village  for  at  least  five  years  without  the  use  of  the 
White  Building.  If  our  school  population  increases  still 
further,  we  propose  that  a  four-room  elementary  build- 
ing be  constructed  (with  service  facilities  adequate  for  an 
eight-room  building).  Such  a  unit  could  be  increased  as 
the  need  arises  with  no  duplication  of  construction.  In 
such  a  plan  if  high  school  pupils  from  other  towns  were  to 
be  accepted  in  the  Goffstown  High  School,  the  higher 
elementary  grades  could  be  taken  care  of  in  the  proposed 
elementary  building.  At  all  times  your  school  plant  would 
be  used  at  near  100%  capacity. 
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On  the  other  hand,  to  go  out  at  this  time  and  build  a 
new  high  school  building  sufficiently  adequate  for  future 
consolidated  needs  would  undoubtedly  mean  that  the 
present  high  school  building  would  not  be  used  to  capacity 
as  an  elementary  school. 

One  final  point — our  present  high  school  building  with 
its  addition  will  make  educationally  an  excellent  secondary 
plant,  even  though  its  location  is  not  as  we  might  wish  it, 
but  the  present  high  school  would  not  make  an  adequate 
elementary  school.  The  rooms  are  not  of  the  proper  size 
and  shape  to  conduct  the  type  of  program  we  desire  for 
Goffstown,  and  adjustments  necessary  would  financially  be 
prohibitive. 

In  Conclusion 

Our  school  problem  has  been  a  perplexing  one,  the  solu- 
tion of  which  has  demanded  and  will  continue  to  demand 
the  cooperation  and  critical  understanding  of  all  of  us.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 


Good  health  is  given  first  place  among  the  needs  of 
children.  All  should  be  as  healthy  as  possible  and  learn 
how  to  remain  healthy. 

In  our  work  with  the  school  children,  we  have  had,  and 
continue  to  have,  the  support  and  understanding  of  the 
parents  and  the  several  organizations  in  the  towns.  The 
Red  Cross  and  the  School  Board  in  Goffstown  have  es- 
pecially been  actively  interested  in  aiding  and  correcting 
at  least  four  of  the  most  outstanding  and  common  physical 
defects  found  in  school  children:  namely,  teeth,  vision, 
hearing  and  tonsils.  The  Pinardville  Firemen's  Association 
is  always  ready  and  willing  to  help.  A  skating  rink  was 
made  possible  last  winter  which  has  taken  time  and  effort 
to  keep  in  condition.  Twenty-five  dollars  was  given  at 
Christmas  time  toward  the  Bartlett  School  party,  and 
every  June  a  treat  is  provided  for  their  out-door  picnic. 

Every  child  who  is  to  enter  school  for  the  first  time  in 
the  fall  should  have  a  thorough  examination  by  a  physician 
and  by  a  dentist  in  the  spring  or  early  summer.  This 
would  allow  the  summer  time  for  correction  of  defects 
and  for  vaccinations,  also  immunizations  if  needed.  Fre- 
quent use  of  clinics  afford  an  opportunity  for  an  early 
diagnosis,  treatments  and  corrections.  Nearly  every  pupil 
in  our  schools  has  had  the  Patch  test  for  tuberculosis, 
and  many  have  been  immunized  against  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough  and  tetanus  before  entering  school. 

About  450  pupils  were  examined  in  the  fall  of  1946,  the 
beginning  of  our  school  year  for  1947,  by  the  school  physi- 
cian, Dr.  Reiner.  The  following  report  shows  the  number 
of  pupils  affected  at  the  time  of  this  examination,  and  the 
number  of  defects  corrected: 
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Defective  vision  50  Number  of  defects  corrected  41 
Defective  teeth  250  Number  of  defects  corrected  120 
Diseased  tonsils      31     Number  of  defects  corrected     17 

A  Patch  test  was  given  in  May,  1947.  90  were  given  the 
test,  and  out  of  this  number  six  showed  a  positive  reaction. 
These  children  were  later  taken  to  the  tuberculosis  clinic 
in  Manchester  for  chest  X-rays.  One  little  girl  was  treated 
at  the  Hanover  Eye  clinic.  Two  little  girls  had  their  eyes, 
examined  at  a  Boston  Eye  clinic.  There  were  three  cases 
of  whooping  cough  this  winter  and  three  cases  in  March, 
1947.  There  were  sixteen  cases  of  measles  in  the  late  sum- 
mer and  early  fall  of  1946,  also  five  cases  of  mumps  and 
three  cases  of  whooping  cough.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


Zoning  laws  recently  adopted  by  other  Towns  in  New 
Hampshire  have  been  studied  by  the  Board,  with  reference 
to  a  possible  revision  of  the  proposed  Zoning  Law  for  our 
Town.  During  the  year,  in  various  parts  of  the  Town,  in 
different  zones  according  to  the  proposed  zoning  law,  new 
buildings  have  been  erected.  Some  criticism  has  arisen  to 
the  erection  of  these  structures,  but  there  has  been  no  con- 
certed action  taken  by  the  persons  adversely  affected.  Un- 
til such  time  as  public  sentiment  grows  stronger  upon  the 
subject  the  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  a  zoning  law 
should  not  now  be  proposed.
